A NATURAL PARE. 

There lies along the river front, just 
below the town, a natural park laid 
out by nature. As yet the opportun- 
ities placed by nature have not been 
taken advantage of by man; _ Birds 
sing in the leaves, and rabbits, all 


undisturbed, run in among the roots 
just as they might have done half a 
century ago. The surroundings are 
modern and show the handiwork of 
man—it lies within sight of the bridge 
and within sound of the throb of the 
electric light plant—but the park it- 
self is just as nature made andj left! it. 
It lies from the bridge trail on the 
west to the Cliff grade on the east and 
js bounded on the north by tha steep 
bank on whose crest the town is sit- 
uated, and on the south by the Saskat~ 
chewan river. Years ago the deer and 
other wild animals must have wander- 
ed through it and later possibly, a few 
residents ci *he flats have passed 
through it in their travels, for among 
the trees are half beaten pathways 
where the undergrowth is worn away. 
Anyone standing on the brow of the 
high bank and looking down gan see 
its beaviies. Particularly at this 
season Of the year are those natural 
beauties apparent. The tall poplars 
which rear their heads to the level 
of the hizh land above are covered with 
a luxuriant growth of foliage. The 
smaller willows, saskatoons and cher- 
ries, which, with the larger 
poplars Ithickly . wood the 
ground, are also banks of 
bright green foliage, lightened by the 
b'ossoms of the fruit-bearing shrubs. 
The very ground itself, with its odd 
irregularities, lends itself to the pur- 
poses of a park; Cone like hillocks dot 
the surface divided by small gorges, 
a mountain country in minature. 

The town a!reqdy owns the greater 
part of the land, say all that lying 
east of a live drawn from the Bulletin 
ofiive to the river,.and the remainder 
is the hands of private owners who 
would doubtless dispose of it reason- 
ably for the pusposes of a public park. 
With the underbrusb cleared away, 
walks la'd cpt rustic seats erected, 
a broad s‘airway pu’ in from the high 
bank above, a bandstand erected 
among the trees and generally with 
it’s na‘ural advantages converted to 
the uses of man, the park would make 
a pleasant place wherein the toil-worn 
might spend in restful peace the even- 
jag bov~s of ‘he long summer days.

THE HORSE INDUSTRY. 

In parliament on Tuesday, May 14th, 
Boyd, of Marquette, Mar., brought up 
the question of an imperial remount 
depot in the Northwest. He was sup- 
ported by Messrs. Davis end Oliver, 
Hon. Mr. Fisher, stated the attitude 
of the government on ithe question. 
The foliowing are the remarks made 
by Mr. Oliver, and by the Hon. Mr. 
Fisher: 

Mr Frank Oliver (Alber‘a). I de- 
sire io say a few, words in support of 
the suggestiom that steps should be 
taken to secure a market for the 
horses of the Northwest. It may not 
be within the knowledge of members 
of the house, but it is nevertheless a 
fact, that there are very large areas 
ot tne Northwest that, by reason of 
natural conditions are suitable to 
the ra‘sing of hurses, but are not! suit- 
ed to the raisivg of cattle or ‘the pro- 
duction of grain. There is, therefore, 
substantial reason from a national 
peint of view why the questions of se- 
curing) a market fer the horses of the 
Northwest should engage the atten« 
tion of parliament. The general- idea 
iy this country is that the horse is a 
more delicate animal than horned cai- 
tle. That is not the case; the horse is 
the hardier anima! of tbe two. He can 
paw a living in the winter where 
cattle can not. He can get a living 
under condiiions where horned stock 
would dic. In the summer time also, 
in vast areas of the country, where 
water is scarce, cattle cannot live, be- 
cause they cannot travel as far for 
water as horses cap. Consequently in 
those districts where winter is too 
severe to admit of cattle being pas- 
tured out, and where water is too 
scarce for the summer range, horses 


is, the feature under discussion are 
that{ it is a specia) industry to supply 
aj spec a’ ina~ket. Just as in tha case 
of the cheese ‘ndus‘ry, or the butter 
industry, which supplied a special mar- 
ket; and the conditions were such that 
something more than the mere natural 
course of trade was necessary In order 
to bring akout the desired results. It 
is so in ‘he case of this horse industry. 
Although we have the horses, and al- 
though Great Britain furnisbes a mar- 
ket, it remains a fact that while Great 
Britain has purchased, during the past 
year or two not less than 100,000 horses 
im the country. to the south of us, and 
not less than 200,000 or 300,000 horses 
in different parts of the world, Great 
Britain has, so far, not, purchased a 
single horse from the Canadian North- 
west, although the horses are there 
for sale, and although the horses are 
off the quality they were proven‘to be 
by, those which were sent to South “Af- 
rica as mounts for the second contin- 
gents, and the Strathconas. The very 
reason that there was a difficulty, in 
way of p-oduring range horses suit- 
able for cavalny in the past is the 
reason of the disadvantages of these 
horse; at the present time. What the 
British cavalry wanted years ago was 
the largest and heaviest animals that 
could be produced of the class required, 
in order to carry weight. To produce 
suchi a horse, the conditions had to ibe 
adapted to its preduction; that is to 
Say, Conveniences of stabling, feeding 
and breeding had to be all of the most 
complete character. Such conven- 
iences do not exist on the western 
ranches, apd as a consequence, horses 
were not reared of a size then demand- 
ed by the British army. Lut, to-day, 
the British a:my ‘s not asking for 
such large horses. What is wanted 
‘now, is a horse of possibly smaller size, 
but) with greater endurance, and it is 
im that feature that the Canadian 
Northwest excels, we claim, any other 
country in the world. As compared 
with the stable-reared horse, there can 
be no question that the horse reared 
om the plains, on the range, which has 
faced the heat of summer and the, cold 
of winter, is certainly an apimal which 
can stand the vicissitudes and hard- 
ships of a military campaign in a way 
that the stable-reared horse cannot 
possibly be expected to do. Taking 
horses of an equal weight! from the 


practical purposes than the  stable- 
reared horse. But, the very fact that 
he has been reared on the range, agd 
consequentiy is not a gentle horse, 
is the very reason of the difficuity that 
exists in marketing him for army pur- 
poses. When the army wants a horse 
it{ want; a gentle horse, a horse that 
can be handJed. The prairie horse is 
good, but he is not gentle, and he has 
to be made gentle before he can be 
used. There is the difficulty which is 
now in hand, ord there is the diffi- 
culily that is asked to be met by the 
establishment of an imperial remount 
depot in the Northwest, where it will 
be possible to break these horses, or 
have them broken for military pur- 
poses. The reason why it is necessary 
that there should he special conven- 
ionce for this purpose is, that while it 
casts practically nothing to rear a 
horse, it costs a good deal to break 
him, and he must be kept in use or the 
advantage of the breeking is Jost. The 
ordinary horse rearer cannot keep on 
his range a number of unused, broken 
horses. The expense of breaking them 
and the impossi'ility of keeping them 
broken absolutely prevents this. A 
horse then, must be broken immediate-« 
ly. previous to his being sold, in order 
that the full advantage of his breaking 
shall be seguved. It is because of this 
condition that the necessity exists for 
some general &urrangement whereby 
horses can he marketed in large num- 
ers, and brought together for the pur- 
pose of ‘eing broken economically, and 
disposed) of at the time.

This is something surely worth consid- 
ing, something worthy the atiention 
of parliament. It is noi that an ex- 
penditure is desired to be made. The 
horse business necessarily involves 
such a large private expenditure on 
the part of those connected with it, 
that, a mere matter of expenditure by 
the government makes very little dif- 
ference. It is not a question of ex- 
penditure; but of the bringing together 


of the demand and the supply. It is 
because of the stupendous demand that 


has existed for the past few, years for 
the very class of horse that we can 
supply, and because that demand bas 
rot turned to our advantage at all 
we desire to bring to the attention of 
the house and the country. the neces- 
sity that exists for something: to be 
done to bring this great source of 
wealth to the advantage of our people, 
not only in the west, but alsa in the 
east, It. is desired that measures 
should be taken to let the British) gov- 
ernment understand that Canada pro- 
duces the horses they need, so that this 
demand shall meet the supply, and the 
advantage shall be mutual. 
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The peculiar conditions that exist in 
the west are such as almost necessar- 
ily to produce the ciass of horses re- 
quired by the army at the present 
time. There are people there now, and 
others are ready to go in, to produce 


that class of horse, and to add so much = 
ta the wealth of the Country. But, as | @& 


long. as a market is not found for the 
horses produced, so long must the in- 
dustry, suffer a drawback, and so long 
must the countny, miss that amount 
of wealth. ’

Everything is at hand. Yhe demand 
is greater than ever before, and it is 
probable that this demand will con- 
tinue, if not in as large a degree, yet 
in a very considerable degree. Capital 
is invested for the purpose of produc-+ 
ing the animals, and all that iy ne- 
cessary is to establish relations be- 
tween the producer and the market. 
At the present time the British gov- 
ernment has sent a buyer to Canada, 
and it is expected that that gentle- 
man will visit the Northwest’ within 
a short time, It is because c¥ his 
prospective visit there, that we desire 
particularly to draw attention to the 
question at the present time. _ This 
gentleman who is buying for the, Brit- 
ish) army will require his orders filled 
within a short time; and in the case 
of range horses it is necessary td make 
preparations beforehand so that the 
order can be promptly filled. I under- 
Stand that agrangements are being 
made to meet this gentleman from the 
war, office with the class of horses he 
requires, so as to make the experiment 
successful, We desire to see the Brit- 
ish war affice continuously buying 
harses in Canada, 
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No stock is so profitable as horses if 
there is a, demand, and no stock! so un- 
profitable when there is no demand. 
There is no stock whichi is as easily 
raised in the Northwest. as horses, and 
‘there is no stock on which people h:ve

The Minister of Agriculture (Hon. 
Sydney Fisher), This question is now 
attracting the attention of our peo- 
pla toa very, great extent, and! J am 
glad that it has been mentioned in 
parliament, Perhaps the most not- 
iceable thing about the war in South 
Africa has been the largely increased 
use of mounted men in the field. We 
feel confident in Canada that just as 
our men did good service to the empire 
so our horses can be turned to good 
account in the Imperial service. The 
imperial authorities, however, requir- 
ed to get an emormous number of 
horses at the shortest possible notice 
during the war, and the contractors 
for the supply sought them! in the 
cheapest and quickest market. Can- 
ada was comparatively unknown as a 
horse-produ¢ing country, and = there 
was unfortunately, in the war office 
a report*furnished seme years ago 
which was rather agaipst the Zood 
name of the Dominion as a field for 
the production of army. horses. Strong

Thomas McKay, Prirce  Aibert, 
pointed out thet the amendment did 
not express opposition to extending 
Manitoba’s boundary northward, and 
he held that:members should not be 
influenced by their own districts, but 
should stand sboulder to shoulder 
and oppose any alteration ip the 
boundaries of the ‘Territories any- 
where. 

Mr. Smit] of Moosomin, Dr. Pat- 
rick, of Yorktor, Mr. J. W. Connell, 
of Souris, and Mr. C. R. McDiarmid. 
of Canington, representatives of ihe 
constituencies touching Manitoba, :'! 
spoke of the strong feeling in their 
constituencies against any extensiow 
of Manitoba into the Territories. 

R.' & Lake, Grenfell, Mr. A. BR. 
Gillis, of Wiitewood, and Dr. Elliott,
